AT KENOSHA CARNIVAL 


Wild 
and 
Uncontrollable 
Mob 


Throngs Streets ol'the City 


Cnrnlval Fu» Cnrrlcd to Such Extreme 


ThatTIitrty.Two Arrest" Wera Made 


—Mliclloiof All Sort« Thrown 


KENOSHA, Wis., Oct. 2.—Last night 


was the wilde-jt night in the history of 
Kenosha. The evening trains brought in 
2,000 visitors from Racine and Vi'nukc- 
gnu and the crowd was increased to 7,500 
by the Kcnosha people. 


The carnival spirit ran wild'and many 


interpreted the prevailing spirit as open 
license and the police wore forced to in- 
terfi-re with the boisterous fun and row- 
ciyi.-m. Early in the evening the streets 
were literally covered with confetti and 
when the supply was exhausted the re- 
velers took anything that could be 
'thrown nad •continued the battle- Hour 
and feed, sawdust and eggs, corn, rice, 
en bridge nnd all sorts of vegetables were 
called into service and pandemonium 
reigned. 


The chief of police made announcement 


from every platform thnt the throwing 
in' everything was prohibited, but the 
announcement 'had no effect nnd t'he niw- 
tmsm coiit.inued. 


Women's gowns were ruined nnd the 


men were simply covered with a shower 
of missiles. At S:30 the chief of police 
ordered a special detail of officers to take 
charge of t.hc crowd, and in thirty min- 
utes thirty-two men mid women were 
arrested on charges of disorderly con- 
duct. 


One man who had dumped a whole 


•n-rk of flour on a deputy was landed in 
jail, but 1'ho rest were allowed to go on 
their own recognizance. The arrests ton- 
fled to clear the atmosphere of Main 
street, but the merry riots continued iu 
the side streets.

AT KENOSHA CARNIYAL

Wild

Uncontrollable 
Mob 


Throngs Streets of the City 


Cnrnlrnl Fun Carried to Such Extreme 


ThotTliirtj-.Tvro Arrests Were Made 


—MtselleB of All Sorts Thrown 


KENOSHA, Wis., Oct. 2.—Last night 


was the wildest night in the history of 
Kenoshbi. The evening trains brought in 
2,000 visitors from Racine and Wauke- 
gan and the crowd was increased to 7,500 
by the Kcnosha people. 


Tho carnival spirit ran wild' and many 


interpreted the prevailing spirit as open 
license and the police were forced to in- 
terfere with the boisterous fun and row- 
dyism. Early in the evening the streets 
were literally covered with confetti and 
when the supply was exhausted the re- 
velers took anything that could be 
thrown-and-continued the battle- Flour 
and feed, sawdust and eggs, corn, rice, 
cnbbage and all sorts of vegetables were 
called into service and pandemonium 
reigned. 


The chief of police made announcement 


from every platform that the throwing 
of even-thing was prohibited, but the 
announcement 'had no effect and the row- 
dyism continued. 


Women's gowns were ruined and the 


men were simply covered with a shower 
of missiles. At 8:30 the chief of police 
ordered n special detail of officers to take 
charge of the crowd, and in thirty min- 
utes thirty-two men and women were 
arrested on charges of disorderly con- 
•clucb. 


One man who had dumped a whole 


s.-wk of flour on a deputy was landed in 
jail, but the rest were allowed to go on 
their own recognizance- The arrests ten- 
ded to clear the atmosphere of Main 
street, but the merry riots continued in 
the- side streets. 


The chief of police has now promul- 


gated an,order that no confetti may be 
thrown until after 8:30 Saturday night. 
The tug of war fo-night between Racine 
and Kenosha for a prize of $100 resulted 
in a victory for the Eacine team. 


After -two days of disappointment Hie 


Kenosha carnival got into full swing yes- 
terday and the streets were crowded. All 
the soiled decorations were torn down 
this morning and new ones put up, and 
to-night for the first time the streets 
were illuminated. The carnival manag- 
ers say that notwithstanding the cold, 
wet weather the attendance at the Ken- 
oslm carnival will yet break all records 
in the state. 


One thing bothering the managers of 


the carnival is that no couple can be 
secured for the public wedding which is 
scheduled 
to 'take place 
to-morrow.

2.— When Judge 


Ryan's court met today the trial of Rob- 
ert M. Snydcr, banker and promoter on 
charge of bribery in connection with the 
passage of the Central Traction bill wa 
resumed. 


Frederick G. Uthoff, who was a mem- 


ber of the city council in April, lSOS,.was 
put on the stand by the state. It is ex- 
pected to prove that money was paid to 
UthofI by the; 'defendant to secure' his 
vote for the Central Traction bill. 


In answer to questions put by Circuit 


Attorney Folk, Uthoff 
testified., that 


while a member of the council in 189'S, 
when the north and south traction 'bills 
were pending, Robert M. Enyder called 
on him at his residence, having been 'tak4 
en there by Louis Dickman by: appoint- 
ment. Uthoff. continued: 


$50,000 FOR HIS VOTE.'; 


"After talking socially about half an 


hour, Snyder said he lived in Xe\v York 
and. that he -was a millionaire, and that 
he was connected with a bank in Kansas 
City. He was talking about how much 
money he had. He said he made a part 
of it in the real estate toom in Kansas 
City. When he again spoke of the Cen- 
tral Traction bill. I told him I did not 
want to talk about the matter. He said 
\ve are both Masons and we could discuss 
it the,..^ama>as lodgei:matters.

roads over which -fche coal is transported 
-to market, they limit the supply in order 
to force a strong demand and high mar- 
ket price.

ite-mischief." The law 
goes 
further 


than merely to annul such contracts, 
where'the obvious and avowed purpose 
is to do or cause the doing of unlawful 
acts; it, avoids contracts and promises 
made with a view to place one under 
wrong influences, those which offer him 
a temptation to do that which may in- 
juriously affect the rights and interests 
of third persons, (id.)

It matters 
not that any particular contract may. be 
free from any taint of actual fraud or 
corruption. The Jaw looks to the gener- 
al tendency of such contracts. 


Greerihood in his admirable' treatise on 


Public Policy, pnge 2, says: "By 'public 
policy' is intended that principle of-law 
.whic'h holds that no subject can lawfully 
do that which has a tendency to be in- 
juriQus to the publie or against the pub- 
He good, which may be, termed the policy, 
of the law, 'or public policy in relation to 
the administration of the law. The 
strength of every contract lies' in the 
power of the promisee to appeal to the 
courts of public justice for redress for 
its violation. The administration of jus- 
tice is maintained at the public.expense;

12,000 TONS, WEEK'S PRODUCT.

12,000 tons of hard coal were turned out 
of the washerics and collieries of the 
company and transported to different 
points.

The Opening Address Will be the 


Keynote-Great Interest Taken 


at Milwaukee. 


The opening speech of the campaign 


ivill be made this evening at Milwaukee 
by Governor La Toilette and all over 
porter befoi.'e leaving for Indiana that 
taken as to whether or not the governor 
will be conciliatory, and with the state- 
ment of Senator Quarles he sees no rea- 
son for diaeord there arc reasons for be- 
lieving the address will have a good ef- 
fect. 


Senator Quarles said to a Sentinel re-

Perhaps the sharp di- 
vergence would arise as to whether it 
would be prudent to extend

In 
my judgment conciliatory words and 
moderation in the opening of this cam- 
paign would have a happy effect and 
might bring about the result desired by 
all good Republicans. Xo one regrets 
our unfortunate situation more than I, 
and, speaking for myself alone, I shall 
heartily welcome any sign of returning 
reason and reconciliation.

Mu*t Fay More fnr Iionc Distance

Beginning tomorrow, or a few days lat- 


er, patrons of the Wisconsin Telephone 
company will have to pay double rates 
for 
long distance phoning. This 
an- 


nouncement was made by the manage- 
ment yesterday. 
The 
corporation 
• will 


either terminate the one-minute toll per- 
iod or readjust the tariff for such period 
at a rate that will save alleged further 
losses. 


Three years since, when the Eric cora- 


panv came into possession of the Wiscon- 
sin territory, the one-minute rate was in- 
troduced, and fixed at one-third of the 
then 
existing thrce-minuto rate, the 


company believing that a larger volume 
of business could be procured and handled 
profitably on this basis. 


The toll lines of the company at best 


are used only during the busiest hours 
of the day. Ninoty prr cent of this bus 
iness is for the ehort distance (under 45 
cents for £hrco minutes), and the rev- 
enue from tills service has fallen off 06 
per cent. Hie time of all concerned, and 
the use of the lines necessory to getting 
the parties together, for which no charge 
is made, is very much greater than the 
rcvenue-aming period, and as it costs 
no less to set the machinery in motion 
for the one than for the three minute 
conversation, no reduction whatever hfts 
been effected ill the cost of operation.

TOLL RATES TO BE RAISED 


Patrons of Wisconsin Telephone Company 


Must Pay More for I>any DUtance 
••"

Beginning tomorrow, or a few days lat- 


er, patrons of the. Wisconsin Telephone 
company will have to pay double rates 
for 
long distance 
phoning. This 
an- 


nouncement was made by the manage- 
ment yesterday. 
The 
corporation '• will 


either terminate the one-minute toll per- 
iod or readjust the tariff for such period 
at a rate that will save alleged further 
losses. 


Three years since, when the Erie com- 


pany came into possession of the Wiscon- 
sin territory, the one-minute rate was in- 
troduced, and fixed at one-third of the. 
then 
existing three-minute rate, the 


company believing that a larger volume 
of business could be procured and handled 
profitably on this basis. 


The toll lines of the company at best 


are used only during the busiest, hours 
of the day. Ninety per cent of this bus- 
iness is for the short distance (under 45 
cents for £hree minutes), and the rev- 
enue from this service has fallen off 06 
per cent. The time of all concerned, arid 
the use of the lines necessary to getting 
the parties together, for which no charge 
is made, is very much greater than the 
revemie-arning period, and as it costs' 
no less to set the machinery in motion 
for the one than for the three minute 
conversation, no reduction whatever has 
been effected in the cost o'f operation. 


There is some demand for one-minute 


.business, arid this demand's/ill be met; 
but it will not be continued on a basih 
wHich those still in the management pro- 
nounced at,the .time illogical and disas- 
trous. 


• The, toll tariff' for the. state will be re- 
adjusted on the basis of two minutes aa

The CTSO in due time came to hearing 
in the Supreme court and the decision 
went against ihc firm of Scott & Munr; 
on the ground of common law that when 
private property is affected with public 
interest it ceases to be juris privati (the 
subject of mere private rights) only. The 
'court said tliut the above, was declared 
by Lord Chief Justice Hale more than 
tu'o hundred years before, and has beer 
accepted without objection since. 
Fur- 


llicr, continues the court, " Property does 
become clochcd with a public interest 
when used in a manner to make it o 
public consequences and effect to the com 
munifcy at ltu-ge. When, therefore, one 
devotes his property to a- use in which 
tho public has an interest in that use 
and in effect grants to the public an ir 
tercst in that use, and must submit to 
be controlled by the public for the com 
mon good, to the extent of the intercsl 
lie has thus created. Ho may withdraw 
his grant by discontinuing the use, bu 
so long as he maintains the use he mus.- 
submit to tho control." 


This would n'eem to be very broad 


taking in every sort of business, privati 
or corporative, which iu any wise is o 
a public nature, or affecting the publi.

Nothing is more certain that real es- 


tate cannot be operated as can other 
things. Most fortunes in real estate 
have oome not alone by provision but by 
chance and the holding on.. The stories 
of men who sold lots in Chicago for a 
saddle horse, and of the buyers who 
years afterwards sold the said lot or 
lots for a million or two, are frequent. 
They are also perfectly true. Such stor- 
ies can be told of every city of marvel- 
ous advancements in prices in favored 
portions of the city and fortunes amass- 
ed, but there are also other portions 
where the advance in a generation con- 
stitutes an annual loss to the investor 
through the loss of interest'and the pay- 
ment of the inevitable, taxes.

To a Morgan even this aggregation might 
not present an impossibility, but the de- 
terrent elements are so many, so for- 
midable, that ground can.hardly be re- 
garded as a -good subject for our mod- 
ern 
swallowing corporations. If 
the 


number of land owing individuals were 
limited, then something might be done, 
but the millions of individuals in city 
and country to be dealt with forbids. 
Then again any attempts to corner prop- 
erty would result in great advances in 
values. The present only monopoly in 
real estate is that permitted by our gov- 
ernment, state and nation, which per- 
mits the most outragious monopoly of 
the water courses in the semi-arid re- 
gions and mountain regions of the west 
and Pacific coast, and through the new 
irrigation law will enable monopolists to 
control the ground that can be farmed 
through receiving a supply of water. 


There can be no trusts in farm lands 


or city lands, for if certain locations are 
seized upon by monopolists, business will 
pass on to other locations, since as yet 
our trusts are not strong enough to 
force people to reside in certain .places 
or do business in certain spots. As to 
what may happen in another generation, 
it will be just as well to pass on to the 
coming generation their own troxibles. 
The people then may be better fitted to 
tackle matters in which present human- 


ehises would certainly seem to also come 
under this ruling or decision. ' In the case 
of the eastern, coal operators 'or coal 
mining proprietor the same definition 
would practically cover both since .the 
largest coal operators are the railroads 
entering the coal regions.' Iff grain ware- 
houses are of a public nature and a pri- 
vate party or parties not corporated even 
undertake to make.discriminations, their 
business being of that public nature, the 
Supreme court of the United .States de- 
clares they must accept business from 
whoever offers or wherever offered. It 
would, follow naturally that any line of 
business wherein the public were con- 
cerned since their supplies could come 
from no otter source, would come under 
precisely the same requirements for the 
common welfare.

TRUSTS -NOT POSSIBLE IS HEAL ES- 


TATE. 


A movement recently started in the 


east looking towards the consolidation 
of real estate and building companies 
lias its'first successes in the union of a 
New York realty company and promi- 
nent house construction company, but 
since the real and enduring success of 
any organization must depend upon the 
elements of permanence, it can hardly 
be asserted that real estate as a basis 
of continuing dividends can be as suc- 
cessful as that of building houses. There 
are factors in the situation that are not j an(^ }n effeot 
to be depended upon in the ground as a 
Trofit 
maker, but 
no building con- 


struction is ever undertaken 
-without 


the margin between loss and profit being 
plainly understood. No matter

markets, the time of building is seldom 
so long but that every element in the 
case is not only understood but over- 
come. 


The object is plain enough, however, 


and it may not succeed any longer than 
the factors bring good fortune. If the 
operations are strictly confined to mat- 
ters in har.d, to things of the moment, 
and not to attempts to corner, to ob- 
struct the ordinary movements in trade 
and residence districts, success may be 
-with them. The combination of building 
•with that of holding and operating in 
real estate, is by no means new and the 
real trouble is -when attempts are mnde 
to control those movements that are 
'clearly beyond control. Again it takes 
lots of time to earn the ripeness of the 
pear, to eat of its juciness and -whether 
or not the period of waiting for the ripe- 
ness of things in the real estate line, 


JUSTIFYING STATE IXTER- 


T-ERB\CE. 


Many citizens, even including law srs, 


in view of the suit commenced in Boston 
against the coal companies, in which the 
court is asked to appoint a receiver and 
take possession of the mines, are taking 
the keenest interest in the result, The 
proceedings are not without warrant for 
the complainants !have taken for their 
guidance the decision of the United 
States Supreme court in the now cele- 
brated case of the Murm. & Scott Eleva- 
tor Company, the State of Illinois was 
plaintiff. • 


This suit, brought in 1S7G by tho state 


to compel tile elevator people to comply 
with, the state constitution, which de- 
clared grain elevators to be public -ware- 
houses and prescribed pharges that might 
be made for the storage and handling of 
grains. Refusal had been made of com- 
pliance on ground of an invasion of their 
constitutional rights and as private 
warehouse owners they were not obliged 
to accept tenders of business from all 
comers or to accept the state rate of 
pay for services. 


The case in due time came to hearing 
in the Supreme court and the decision 
went against the firm of Scott & Munc, 
on the ground of common law that when 
private property is affected with public 
interest it ceases to be juris privati (the 
subject of mere private rights) only. The 
court said that the above- was declared 
by Lord Chief Justice Hale more than 
two hundred years before, and has been 
accepted without objection since. 
Fur- 


ther, continues the court, " Property does 
become clothed with a public interest 
when used in a manner to make it of 
public consequence and effect to the com- 
munity at large. When, therefore, one 
devotes his property to a use in -which 
the public has an interest in that use, 


to the public an in- 


terest in that use, and must submit to 
be controlled by the public for the com- 
mon good, to the extent of the interest 
he has thus created. He may withdraw 
his grant by discontinuing the use, but 
so long as he- maintains the use he must 
submit to the control," 


This would seem to be very broad, 


taking in every sort of business, private 
or corporative, which in any vise is of 
a public nature, or affecting the public 
welfare or comfort. But iJhe gist of the 
above Supreme court decision, probably 
does not include the ordinary buying or 
selling to the extent of the law making 
prices for every day articles of produce 
or manufactures, but any business of a 
public nature which in event of refusal 
to deal properly with the public, entails 
loss and great inconvenience to the citi- 
zen, this decision might cover. 


Certainly it might be ra-tional to. sup-

CARE OF UMBRELLAS. 


Ho-iv They Should DC Rolled on€ 


Drained. 
?'• 


A handsome umbrella is well vrorth 


taking care of, and to do this requires 
a little thought. and good .-judgment, 
says tUePMladalpMa Record. In roll- 
ing an umbrella , instead of twisting 
with handle take bold of ,it just, above 
the points of the^ cover ribs. These.f 
points naturally lie evenly .around the i 
stick. - Keep .hold ;of these, pressing ,' 
tliern tightly ngainst the stick, and 
then roll up'-the cover. Holding the 
ribs prevents tlieni.fi-om.getting tvrist- 
eg out of place or beudirig out of shape. 
Tlien the silkjs bound to fold evenly' 
and roll smooth and tight. . 


When an umbrella has beeu out in a 


rain, it should be placed to drain im- 
mediately upon your return to the 
bouse, and it should he, drained in tho 
position in which one carries an um- 
brella. To do this place the handle of 
the umbrella on a small stand that will 
not retain the drippings, and there let 
it remain until thoroughly dry. If 
placed upside down, tbe moisture will 
soak into -th'e leather at the top and 
wUl gradually: teed to rot it out. so the 
life, of the umbrella will be greatly 
shortened.: 


Many persons are extremely fond of 


having handsome handles for- their 
umbrellas, and.this very pleasant fad 
may be carried out without very great 
expense. "Handsome handles may. be 
purchased separate .from the umbrella 
and may be adjusted without trouble, 
provided care is taken when selecting 
the handles to secure those of a simi- 
lar make to the umbrella. In some um- 
brella's the screw, is fastened to tho 
stick; in others the stick-has a hollow 
place for the .reception of the screw. 
In every case it is wise to select an 
umbrella from which the handle may 
be removed, as then tbe umbrella may 
be easily' 'packed., if necessary iu a 
much smaller" space than when th« 
handle, is stationary.

CARE OF UMBRELLAS. 


Bow Tlif?T Should Do Rolled »n* 


A handsome umbrella is well wortli 


taking care of, and to do this requires 
a little thought and good. judgment. ; 
says the Philadelphia Record. In roll- 
log an umbrella . instead of twisting 
with handle take hold of It just above 
the points of the. cover rito, 'These, 
points naturally lie evenly around the 
stick. Keep hold of these, pressing 
them tightly against the stick, and 
then roll up'-the cover. Holding the 
ribs prevents them.from.setting twist- 
e<5 out of place or bending out of shape. 
Then the sllk.is.bouud to Cold evenly 
and roll smooth and tight. 


When an umbrella has been out In a 


rain. It should be placed to drain im- 
mediately upon your return to the 
bouse, and it should ba drained In tho 
position In which one carries an um- 
brella. To do this place the handle of 
the umbrella on a small stand that will 
not retain the drippings, and tliere let 
it remain until thoroughly dry. If 
placed upside down, the moisture will 
Boak into the leather at the top and 
will gradually tend to rot it out. so tbe 
life, of the umbrella will be greatly 
shortened. 


Many persons are extremely fond or 


having handsome handles for- their 
umbrellas, and .this vory pleasant fad 
may bo carried out without very great 
expense. Handsome handles may bo 
purchased separate from the umbrella 
and may be adjusted without trouble, 
provided care is taken when selecting 
the handles to secure those of a simi- 
lar make to tho umbrella. In some um- 
brellas the screw, is fastened to tho 
Btick- in others the stick has a hollow 
place for the reception of tbe screw. 
Iu every case it is wise to select an 
umbrella from which the handle may 
be removed, as then the umbrella may 
be easily pocked If

FLY BRUSH FOR CATTLE. 


Tie COTF V/all£s Through ana Leaven 


tlie Insects Bclilnd Her. 


When cattle are running at large in 
the field, there is'an opportunity for 
them to rid.themselves of the insect 


Bulletin. 152, New Jersey station, says 


fcn the'suSject'of how germs get into 
nrilk: In t^e first place, a good many 
germs are EvinS in the milk while it 
Is yet in. the udder of 'the cow and, Ir 
the nest place, a good many more fall 
Into the milk pail from those floating in 
the air, being caught In tho streams 01 
descending milk. Still others are in 
tro'duced dinging to tho particles of 
dust, dirt, hair, chaff, etc.,-that become 
loosened from the udder and adjaceu 
surface o!C the cow and from the hands, 
anES/ebx, of the milker,'and'in flj 
time from the whisking tail of the pcs 
tersd' animal." It Is the presence o 
numerous particles of this sort whlc 
:'is responsible for the general. practio* 
of straining milk, but no strainer i 
'fine enough to retain the smallest par 
tSc'tes and, least of all, the germs tha 
have been washed out of the particle 
In those dairies where the practice o 
keeping cows and stalls thorough! 
clean has not been adopted the dirt 
that- most frequently gets into milk 
consists of particles of manure. 
The 


presence of even a little manure Im- 
parts to the milk the peculiar flavor 
called "cowy," as though it were the 
distinctive odor of this domestic spe- 
cies, but this flavor is quite distinct 
'from the odor of new.pure milk (also 
found .in tiie cow's breath, over which 
poets have raved in ecstasy). In tbese 
'days of "modern dairy progress" the 
production of "cowy" milk is both in- 
excusable and reprehensible. Milk, has 
a strong attraction for odors and read- 
ily absorbs any. predominant odor of 
the air, etc, it is in contact with; hence 
it is not strange that it extracts tho 


' odor of the dirt that falls into It. I a 
..fact. If the milk-cow's.-food has any 
,'peculiar .Savor it affects the milk. 
'.. These -vnrious disagreeable .flavors .in 


lit.are of less consequence than the 


. 


pests which annoy them, but when the 
animals are tied in the stable-there'is 
ittle chance to -swing the head around 
to dislodge the flies from the forward 
quarters, and so the troublesome pests 
are free, to torture the animal at will. 
It is the object of O. B. Gibson of Io- 
wa in. designing the strange looking 
shell hers pictured to provide an ap- 
paratus which will enable the cattle to 
rid thuir bodies of. the flies as they 
enter the stable, the latter place pre- 
sumably being fly-proof, as it ought to 
be at any rate. Tbe shed has at its 
inner end a series of brushes so ar- 
ranged as to. leave an oblong opening 
much smaller -than the body in order 
that the flies may be brushed oS as tha 
animals pass through to gain an en- 
trance to the interior.

The foundation, of this style silo is in 
its wooden hoops six inches wide and 
made of -half inch elm lumber sprung 
around a form and built.up with-well 
lapped joints, using a trifle longer nail 
each time until the hoop has a thick- 
ness for the three bottom hoops of five 
layers. The' remaining five top lioops 
require only four layers each. The av- 
erage silo will not require more.than 
SOO feet of lumber and 20 pounds of 
nails-for the- hoops, which are easily 
and quickly made and should not cost 
more than $1.25 each, or $10 'for the lot 
This is a good deal less than the cost 
of fhe usual iron hoops and Ings. A 
three cornered frame is erected at the 
exact outside circumference of the silo 
and 'the hoops placed in position and 
fastened. 
The lining oi the silo is then put on 


and should be of inch Georgia pine 
lumber three inches wide, matched and 
nailed to.the hoops the same as the 
flooring. When the lining is on within 
twenty inches of the starting place, put 
in 2 by 4 studding up and down be- 
tween the hoops, on each side, of toe 
door for door stays and Jambs.

The amount of milk produced by a 


herd of milk cows-does not always de- 
pend upon'the grain ration. Early cut 
nay not too coarse, taken in without 
rain or too much drying, will produce a 
good flow of milk with much less grain 
than that which has ripened more. This 
we had a chance to test recently when 
changing from a mow of early cut hay. 
There were a few loads of late cut on 
the second mow, and this kind of hay, 
although sweet and nice In every re- 
spect, except that it was cut late, 
caused a falling off of from 15 to 20 
per cent in tlie milk.

The conclusions arc as 
follows: (1) Seven per cent less milk 
and butter were maflc when fillage was 
omitted from the ration than were 
made when it was Included.

-Van Wart, a pioneer settler of the town 
oi Porter, died a* •hisihome In Evansvilla 
yesterday morning as the result'-of a 
stroke of apoplexy which he suffered'Iast 
week Tuesday evening at the close of a 
political speech made by Mayor Rose of 
Milwaukee in Evansville. Mr. Van-Wart, 
who was a life long Democrat, became 
greatly excited during the meeting and 
at its close told-Mayor Hose that he, 
Van Wart, had always been a Democrat 
and was one still and 'fhtit because he 
was cms it would be impossible for Him 
to give ihis vote to Ruse. Later, in talk- 
ing 'over the events of the evening in the- 
store of his son, Lou Van Wart, the 'el- 
der Mr- Van Wart's excitement increas- 
ed, and he finally fell to the floor stricken 
with apoplexy. He was 67 years old and 
had resided in Rock county since 1844. 
He was one of the most prosperous "far- 
mers in the town of Porter, and last 
spring lie retired and moved into Evans- 
ville. He leaves a wife and five sons, Lou 
and David of Evansville, Dan and Frank 
of Beloit and Charles of the town of 
Porter.

By mistaking a can of 'gasoline for 


kerosene oil and -lighting a fire .with the 
high explosive, Mrs. Mary Pier, widow 
of the late William Pier, residing at No. 
1305 North Main street, was dangerously 
burned about the face, hands, arms and 
a portion of her body, and her life was 
saved by the brave and prompt action of 
Miss Falbe, a drcssmalce'r'who happened 
to be engaged in the house at the time. 


It was about supper time last evening 


and Mrs. Pier was in a, hurry "to light a 
fire in the kitchen stove. Placing the 
wood on the grate she proceeded down 
cellar to get a can of kerosene oil, with 
a view of ponring it on the woodj so as 
to make a quick fire. Instead of taking 
the kerosene can, she got hold oof a gas- 
oline can and poured the dangerous ex- 
plosive on the wood. ' 


Then she applied a match and an ex- 


plosion followed, a great sheet of flame
